Sun Shrouded by Swirkinge Dust 


Dumian soon has another Connellan air- 
plane winging out from Alice toward nearby 
Kulgera strip, where the rain hitan't struck 
yet Wego there and watch as the plane makes 
several passes before landing. A turbulent 
crosswind catches it in gust after gust, and it 
is hard to see how the craft can escape belng 
dashed tothe ground. The pilot nurses it with 
bursts of power just off the runway, to touch 
down periectly at last and stwy down. 

The young pilot jumps out smiling. This 
is all in the day's work. I climb aboard, strap- 
ping myself good and tight in the seat, 

We -get up all tight, but the weather de- 
teriorates: We can see dust squalls, some so 
dense they look solid, and the sun glints like 
a pale red moon through the lighter dust hich 
up. When the strong winds want to pick up 
dust anvwhere around thi aren, they have 
plenty to work on (pipes 236-7 wind 25455), 

Fora while we dodtee the squalls, the iadr- 
craft pitching and tossing like a vacht fieht- 
ine at strong gale, The air hits us like pieces 
of invisible mountainside. Semetimes, with 
no warning, the plane leaps verticnlly, ther 
shakes its wings and, clrops peain, Al other 
bmes the pilot, fhing on instruments, throttles 
back and ghdes over the humpback of five 
thousand fect of what looks like solic duet 

We tose and pitch over the foothills af the 
Musgrave Ranges. Below, with the air clear 
of dust at last. the red eranite mountains: and 
valleys make a terrain ferocious and chal- 
lenging Who, | wonder, would want to live 
in this wild place?

( S FEBRUARY 11 o lovely lady—the world-wandering 
brigantine Yankee—stars in the Notional C-eouraphic 
Society s third nationwide television program in color on the 
Columbia Broadcasting Svstem metwork. Here o veteran 
member of the GEROGRAPHIC's far-ranginy staff tells of Yan- 
fee's 54 years of life—from pre-World War I duty in the 
North Sea to a coral reef off Rarotonga.—THE EDITOR 


WELL REMEMBER the first time I saw her. Like o vision 

from the heroic days of sol, she rose up from the dark-blue shield 

of the Pacific. Topgallant, topsail, stunsails, bellying forecourse, 
and the gleaming triangles of hearclsails. stavsails, and the main-crew 
slowly upward from the horizon until the whole vessel lay on the 
hard edge of the sea. From the top of solitary Pitcairn Islanc, almost 
inthe exact centerofthe South Pacific, |] looked down on an immense

Pitcairmers were about to welcome an old friend: Capt. Irving 
Johnson, the crack New England shipmaster who once every three 
Vers Look an amiuleur crew round the world uncer sail. For nearly 
Sh wears Captain Johnson had been « good friend to the people of 
Pitcairn, bringing them mail-order parcels, carrving them more 
Than a binned moles to another island to cut wood, and even on one

Captain Johnsen had promised me passage to Tahiti, anc 1 was 
in the first longboat that pulled out through the white breakers to 
the brigantine.

What, vou might ask, was she done there? 
Dickey, a veteran war correspondent, had 
asked that same question in ber autobiogra- 
phy, Wit": o Worn Doing Here? Her moth- 
er hod taught her that “violence in any form 
is unthinkable.” But she came to believe we 
could have peace only by being strong 

She becume a correspondent in World War 
Ito be near ber husband, Navy photographer 
Anthony Chapelle. Perhaps it was the shock 
of photographing the death and horror of Iwo 
Jima and Okinawa that led ber to dedicate her 
life to “telling the folks back home” how cruel 
war cin be. Almost a quarter of a century 
later, her byline now famous, this remarkable 
worn is mourmed in a doven languages 

Because [ knew and loved Dickey from 
working beside her in Cuba, Viet Nam, north- 
east India, and Ladakh, word of ber ceath 
shocked and sorrowed me—but tt did not sur- 
prise, Dickey and danger were never far apart 

The evening before her death, she dug her 
oan foxhole and huddled under a poncho as 
a light rain fell through the glare of aerial 
flares. Though | wasn't there, I'm sure she 
apened her breakfast of cold C-rations wath 
the Swiss Army knife she always curried 

Stall Sermeunt Albert P. Miville told me 
later what hac happened next. 

“She atked if she could go with ws. | said, 
‘Sure, Dickev, fallin behind me” Five seconds 
later she was hit I was only a step away, 
some brush saved me. I vellec for a corps- 
min. He booked at her and told me, ‘Sergeant, 
there is nothing I can do." ” 






The sounds of the violence she had been 
raisect to abhor became the siren sone that 
lured Dickey to every scene of political may- 
hem since World War IL Korea, Cuba, Que- 
moy, India, Algeria, Lebanon, Laos, Viet 
Nam. and the Dominican Republic. While 
helping smuggle penicillin to Hungarian Free- 
darn Fighters, Dickey was captured and spent 
six weeks in solitary confinement, with tern- 
{ving interrogations, before the United States 
consul was able to free her. “Thank God I'm 
an American. she said. 

One recent winter Dickey lived in Florida 
near Cuban exiles, She stores 
their nitroglycerin in her ice- 
box. Her brother, Professor 
Robert Mever, didn'lLapprove. 

“But Psent hertwo Duy Pont 
handbooks on high explo- 
aves, he told me, “I thought 
if she was going Lo le fooling 
with the stuff, she should 
know what she was domed.” 

Personal integrity forced 
Dickey to write only stories 
she hac “eveballecd!"—to tse 
her phrase Official govern- 
ment hantlouts, complained 
Dickey, “have all the authen- 
ticity of patent-medicme acs.” 

From 1935 when, at age 16, 
ele entered Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology on a 
scholarship, Dickey became 
part of a man's world. She 
marned at 272 and then be- 
came a pilot, a parachuttst, 
and « combal photegraplhrer. 
Between wars, Dickey and 
her husband covered the work 
of adoren reliel agencies over 
the world. They reported tn 
NATIONAL GEOGRAPHIC on 
locust plagues in Iraq (April, 
195.3) ond village life in India 
(April, 1956). 

To her death, Dickey and Tony remained 
frends, though their marriage was dissolved 
in 1956. A lone red rose at her gravesite in 
Milwaukee carried the one word “Tony,” 
Nearby was o bouquet, also of roses, from the 
Hungarian Freedom Fighters. 

Never did Dickey tolerate favors in the 
held because of her sex.
